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CHAPTER 7.

COMPENSATION OF MAYORS ACTING A8 JUSTICES OF THE PEACE.

AN ACT to provide for the compensation of mﬁyors of cities of fhe
second class and incorporated towns when performing the duties
of justices of the peace.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Secrron 1. Whenever the mayor of any city of the second
class or any incorporated town of this state is called upon to
act, or acts, and performs the duties of a justice of the peace
he shall be entitled to and receive the same compensation as
now allowed by law to justices of the peace for similar ser-
vices and to be paid in the same manner.

CHAPTER 8.

CONBTRUCTION OF SEWERS IN SPECIAL CHARTER OITIES.

AN ACT to amend Chapter 54, of the Acts of the Sixteenth General
Assembly, relating to the construction of sewers, in cities organ-
ized under special charters.-

B it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ilowa:

Seorrox 1. That the word ‘‘two” in the tenth line of sec-
tion one, of chapter 5¢ of the 16th general assembly be
stricken out, and the word ‘‘five” inserted in lieu thereof, and
that there be added to said section the following, viz
‘‘ Provided, that whenever it is deemed necessary or expedient
by the council thereof, in order to carry off flowing water, to
follow ravines, or for other reasons, to cause & main or lateral
sewer to pass through private property, said cities shall have
the power to condemn private property for the location of such
sewers, to the necessary extent, and in the same manner as
now provided by law for the condemnation of private propertZ
for the opening of streets therein, and that the cost of suc
condemnation shall constitate a part of the cost of any such
sewer, and be collected accordingly.”

Sro. 2. This act being deemed of immediate importance
. shall take effect, and be in force from and after its publication
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in the Jowa State Register, and the Des Moines Leader, news-
papers published at Des Moines, Iowa.

CHAPTER 9.

PAVING CURBING AND SEWERING.

AN ACT amending Seotions 11, and 12, of Chapter 14, of the Laws of
the Tv]vent.y-third General Assembly. [Paving, Curbing and Sew-
ering.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of lowa:

Seorion 1. That section 11, of chapter 14, of the acts of
the twenty-third feneral assembly, be, and the same is hereby
amended, by adding at the end of said section the following,
namely: Provided, that when the whole or any part of the
cost of constructing any sewer, shall be required by ordinance
of any city to be paid by the proceeds of a sewerage tax, to
be levied upon all the property of such sewerdistrict, according
to valuation, that said city shall have the power to levy the
entire cost of such sewer, required to be paid by such sewer
district, at once, upon all the property within such district,
and determine by ordinance or resolution the whole percent-
age of tax, necessary to pay such cost, and the percentage to
be paid in any one year, and when the same shall become
delinquent and such taxes shall be entered, and payable and
collectible as other special taxes in this chapter provided for;
and said city shall have the right to issne bonds in anticipa-
tion of the payment of such taxes, in the same manner, and
with the same effect as herein provided for bonds issued for
taxes levied upon specified abutting property.

Sec. 2. That section 12, of said chapter 14, be, and the
samo is hereby amended, by inserting after the word ‘‘im-
provement” in the fourth line thereof the words ‘‘or the entire
property upon which sach tax is levied.”

Seo. 3. This act being deemed of immediate importance,
shall take effect, and be in force from and after its publication
in the Iowa State Register, and the Des Moines I.eader, news-
papers published at Des Moines, Iowa.
